The  Chattanooga  Order  MENH'IUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  at  pool  plants  for  milk 
testing  3.5f,  butterfat  are;  Base  Milk  - $7.44  and  Excess  Milk  - $5.78.  The  producer 
butterfeb  differential  is  7.4  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5^ 
test.  This  is  a Base  and  Excess  price  increase  of  84  cents  and  77  cents  respectively 
above  July  1972. 

In  July  1973,  75-5fo  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in  Class  I at 
$7.81  per  c\rt . and  24.5^  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $5.78  per  cwt.  The  July  butterfat 
differential  for  Class  I was  7.3  cents  and  Class  II  was  7.3  cents. 

Total  loroducer  milk  received  during  July  1973  was  313  333,438  pounds  which  is  a decrease 
of  4,470,058  pounds  or  12,%  compared  with  July  1972.  Deliveries  of  producer  Base  milk 
exceeded  producer  milk  used  in  Class  I by  5,439,719  pounds  or  percentagevmse  only  8l.3^ 
of  Base  milk  was  used  in  Class  I.  The  July  daily  average  deliveries  from  63O  producers 
was  1,604  pounds.  This  compares  to  741  farms  delivering  a daily  average  of  1,559  potmds 
per  day  during  July  1972.
